Sound of Silence," "Mrs. Robinson," and "Bridge Over Troubled Water;" and 
WHEREAS: Simon has won sixteen Grammy Awards for his solo and collaborative work, including 

three for Album of the Year and a lifetime Achievement Award; and 
WHEREAS: In 2001, Simon was inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and in 2006 was 

selected as one the "100 People Who Shaped the World" by Time Magazine; and 
WHEREAS: In 2011, Rolling Stone named Simon one of the 100 Greatest Guitarists, and in 2015, one of the 100 Greatest Songwriters of All Time; and 
WHEREAS: Simon will perform on Friday,June 8, 2018 at Xcel Energy Center in Saint Paul, 

Minnesota as part of his farewell concert tour; and 
WHEREAS: Through his life and music, Paul Simon has inspired Minnesotans, and music fans around 

the world.
